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Synopsis 

The Van Dare’s yacht is about to leave a New York pier for Bermuda, when 
quick-tempered Geraldine Van Dare and her fiance Jack get into one of their frequent 
quarrels. This time it’s over a pretty Italian girl who sang at the pier and smiled at 
Jack, who smiled hack at her. This pert little songstress is Nina, who, despite a cruel 
guardian who heats her when she doesn’t firing home enough money, has kept the sunny 
grace of native land. When she hears that a cabin hoy is wanted on the yacht, she 
quickly changes into hoy’s clothes, calling herself Tony Colombo (the name of a raga¬ 
muffin about the pier, who is also a girl beneath her pants and who is known to be a 
pickpocket besides) and as such is taken aboard the Van Dare’s yacht, bound for 
Bermuda. 

At the Van Dare’s estate in Bermuda, Tony (Nina) functions as servant, but not 
very well as “he” is being made a pet of by everybody, particularly the choir master 
Franz, who thinks he has discovered a great future tenor and will adopt “Tony” as 
his son. Just then the police report that the notorious pickpocket Tony Colombo, a girl 
in boy’s clothes, is known to have left New York on the Van Dare’s yacht. Everybody 
hears this with consternation. Their worst suspicions seem to be confirmed when “Tony” 
is caught leaving the estate in one of Mrs. Van Dare’s expensive wraps, which had been 
lent to Nina by one in the house. 

A few years have passed but we are still at the Van Dare’s in Bermuda. Jack 
and Geraldine are not married yet, but will be shortly. There is a party of guests, and 
the great soprano Gianina is expected to sing for them. She is none other than Nina, 
whom her impresario Franz has made famous. To pay back her former detractors, who 
do not recognize in her the little Nina (Tony), she puts her old boy’s costume on, and 
in it finds a letter which had been given to her years ago by Jack’s uncle, Thurston, to 
deliver to Jack’s fiance, Geraldine, in which Thurston confesses his love for her. This, 
and Nina returning, makes it possible for Geraldine to confess that she loved the uncle 
all the time, and not the nephew, Jack, who now can have his Nina.
